The  policy  of  the  open  shop  improves 
labor  conditions;  the  policy  of  the 
open  shop  insures  justice  to  the  em¬ 
ployee;  the  policy  of  the  open  shop 
determines  the  destiny  of  society  and 
the  republic;  it  is  more  democratic; 
it  is  more  in  harmony  with  the  spirit 
of  public  progress. 

The  extemporaneous  speakers  .spoke 
as  follows:  Philomathean  —  Maude 
Fleming — ‘  ‘  Educational  Co-operation 
in  ’Missouri”;  Excelsior — Frederick 
Kurtz — “Why  the  World  Wants 
Peace”;  Eurekan — Harold  Houchens 
— “Why  Leagues  have  Failed  in  the 
P.-ist.”

Lincoln’s  record  will  not  stand  as  of¬ 
ficial,  however,  as  it  Avas  not  made  in 
a  meet  in  Avhich  Valley  teams  Avere 
competing.  Missouri  can  bo  expect¬ 
ed  to  be  strong  in  this  CA'ent  this 
spring  in  the  Valley  meets. 


Within  thirty-six  hours  on  !N[arch 
2S  and  20,  University  of  ^Missouri  stu¬ 
dents  succeeded  in  pledging  more  than 
.i;2 20,000  for  tlie  proposed  ‘})d00,000 
Memorial  Union  Building  at  rlie  Uni¬ 
versity  in  honor  of  the  students  aa'Iio 
died  in  the  Avar.  When  it  is  consider¬ 
ed  that  the  winter  enrollment  at  Co- 
lumbi.a  is  only  slightly  more  than  3000 
the  record  of  contributions  is  remark¬ 
able. 

The  Missouri  students  centered  their 
efforts  on  ])eating  Kansas,  Avhose  stu¬ 
dents  recently  pledged  about  -206,000 
for  a  similar  purpose.  The  firijig  of 
a  cannon  announced  the  raising  of 
each  additional  .$25,000.  The  cam¬ 
paign  started  at  10  A.  M.,  on  Monday, 
^larch  28,  and  nine  shots  Avere  fired 
iit  10  P.  M.  the  next  day.  Since  then 
the  sum  has  been  brought  close  to 
$250,000,  Graduates  of  the  Univer¬ 
sity  are  expected  to  complete  the  total 
of  .$500,000. 

A  complete  history  of  the  campaign 
(a)mposed  of  secretary’s  records,  news¬ 
paper  clippings  and  campaign  litera- 
ature,  is  being  kept  and  will  be  made 
into  a  book  which  will,  in  later  years, 
be  an  interesting  record  of  the  big¬ 
gest  cam))aign  which  has  ever  been 
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carried  out  by  the  students  of  the 
University.

What  is  a  Missourian? 

Tlio  ^Missourian  belongs  neither  to 
the  North  nor  to  the  South,  to  the 
East  nor  to  the  West,  but  be  repre¬ 
sents  ilio  composite  ciA'ilizatiou  of  all 
tbcsG  regions.  It  matters  not  whether 
ho  traces  his  liiic.age  to  the  Spanish 
gold  seeker  or  to  the  French  fur  trad¬ 
er,  Avhetlicr  his  ancestors  sailed  on  the 
MaA'floAA'or  or  c.'inic  from  the  peat  bogs 
of  Ireland,  if  they  Avere  thrifty,  in¬ 
dustrious  and  persevering,  they  found 
land  and  an  opportunity  to  make  a 
homo  iu  the  unsettled  Avildcrncss  of 
Missouri. 

Bec.ause  tlie  ^Missourian  appreciates 
the  dignity  of  labor,  be  lias  succeeded 
in  developing  so  effectively  the  re¬ 
sources  of  his  state  that  [Missouri  is 
more  ncarlj'  capable  of  sustaining  its 
people  Avitliin  its  OAvn  borders  than  any 
state  in  the  Union.  As  a  result  of  his 
assiduous  toil,  the  Missourian  is  the 
producer  of  onc-tenth  of  the  corn  crop 
of  the  Avorld  and  tAvo-thirds  as  mucli 
wheat  as  is  groAA’n  in  the  great  AA’hcat 
region  of  Canada.  Ho  surpasses  all 
his  neighbors  in  adjoining  states,  in 
supplying  the  Avorld  market  Avith  Ha'c 
stock  and  poultry.  Because  of  his 
energy  in  developing  the  rcsoui’ces  of 
field  and  forest  and  mine,  the  Mis¬ 
sourian  plays  ail  imiiortaiit  role  in 
feeding  the  A\mrld,  therefore,  he  is  in¬ 
dispensable  to  the  material  prosperity 
of  America. 

This  material  progress,  hoAvcAmr,  is 
not  the  highest  ide.al  of  the  true  Mis¬ 
sourian.  He  realizes  the  truth  of  the 
scriptural  quotation:  “Man  does  not 
live  by  bread  alone.”  Iveciily  sensi¬ 
tive  to  the  need  of  social  and  intel¬ 
lectual  prosperity,  the  Missourian  is 
demanding  better  schools  for  his  chil¬ 
dren;  he  is  eager  to  lift  his  state 
.•iboAm  the  rank  of  tliirty-secoiid  in  tlio 
Union,  in  regard  to  educational  facil¬ 
ities.  He  is  sloAA'ly  but  surely  UAvak- 
ening  to  the  crying  need  for  adequate 
school  priv’ileges  for  every  .Missouri 
boy  and  girl. 

Tlie  Missourian  is  also  alert  to  the 
necessity  of  eliminating  partisan 
politics  from  the  management  of  the 
state’s  most  sacred  trusts,  the  eleem¬ 
osynary  institutions,  especially  the 
liospitals  for  the  insane.,  Tlirn  the 
spirit  of  co-operation  Avhjch  charac¬ 
terizes  the  genuine  Missourian,  he  is 
constantly  seeking  to  ameliorate,  all 
conditions  in  the  social  environment, 
particularly  iu  the  industrial  life, 
which  tend  to  create  crime,  poverty, 
ignorance  and  disease.  Tlie  charac¬ 
teristic  Missourian  is  public-spirited, 
loyal  and  patriotic. 

In  Ills  business  life,  the  Missourian 
is  consorvativo.  Ho  lias  iiiitiatiA'o  but 
ho  is  not  a  reckless  spoculutor,  like 
many  Wostorners.  Ho  is  noithor  tho- 
first  to  pursue  a  fad,  ns  a  school  boy 
chases  a  kite,  nor  is  ho  tho  last  to 
adopt  something  hoav  that  has  proved 
snceessful. 

The  Missourian  is  not  always  under¬ 
stood  by  tho  cultured  Easterner.  Per¬ 
haps  it  is  true  that  the  average  Mis¬ 
sourian  would  not  make  n  brilliant 
debut  in  a  Boston  drawing  room,  but 
we  do  not  need  to  apologize  for  him. 
He  possesses  much  of  tho  Southern¬ 


er’s  hospitality  and  liis  little  idiosyn- 
ernsicH  in  English  are  not  more  pro¬ 
nounced  th.'in  those  of  other  people. 

Persons  wlio  Iiave  never  traA'clcd 
Avest  of  the  Mississippi  sometimes  en- 
lertain  the  f.allacy  that  they  Avill  be 
pursued  by  bandits  the  moment  they 
step  on  [Missouri  soil.  IIoAvoA'or,  they 
find  in  the  Missourian,  as  in  all  true 
Americans,  the  Anglo-Saxon  reverence 
for  laAV  and  justice.  Altho  Missouri 
was  once  the  center  of  discord  betAveen 
Nortli  and  Smith  on  the  subject  of 
slaA'ery,  tlie  [Missourians  AVcrc  the  first 
people  to  abolisli  slaA'cry  by  their  OAA'n 
act.  All  geiuiinc  Mi.ssourians  have 
long  since  buried  fill  animosities  per¬ 
taining  to  tlie  struggle  of  the  sixties. 

If  Ave  Avould  knoAV  the  true  [Mis¬ 
sourian,  Avo  might  combine  the  char¬ 
acteristics  of  a  foAV  great  Amerirans 
Avho  liaA'c  also  been  great  [Missourians. 
We  might  include  the  dauntless  cour¬ 
age  of  John  J.  Pershing,  the  rugged 
humor  of  [Afark  TAA'ain,  the  child-like, 
poetic  soul  of  Eugene  Field,  and  the 
loy.al,  fearless,  patriotic  statesman¬ 
ship  of  our  late  Champ  Clark.

2.  Tennis,  like  golf,  is  not  a  game 
for  cheering  and  rooting,  although  it 
is  customary  to  applaud  with  hand 
clapping  excellent  plays. 

d.  The  true  tennis  enthusiast  will 
never  argue  over  a  decision,  but  pre¬ 
fer  to  lose  a  point  than  to  take  away 
from  the  pleasure  of  the  game. 

4.  The  defeated  side  should  con¬ 
gratulate  the  winners  after  a  match 
by  the  handshake  over  the  net.  This 
is  ns  old  as  the  game. 

5,  Play  hard,  but  train  yourself  to 
consider  the  opponent  as  yoiir  guest 
when  the  ball  is  not  in  play.

Mr.  Hawkins  gave  :in  interesting 
account  of  his  trip  to  Californi.a  and 
his  visit  to  Chinatown,  which  is  lo¬ 
cated  in  the  lie.art  of  the  city  of  San 
Francisco.  Chinatown,  before  it  was 
destroyed  by  fire,  covered  about  four¬ 
teen  city  blocks  and  had  a  popul.ation 
of  thirty-four  thosuand  people.  It 
seemed  as  if  fourteen  blocks  of  China 
had  been  picked  up  and  planted  in 
the  city  of  San  Francisco.  The  cus¬ 
toms,  manners  and  mode  of  living 
were  strictly  Chinese.  Three  stories 
of  this  settlement  were  described, 
the  first  and  second  stories  being  the 
business  part  of  the  town  consisting 
of  stores,  shops,  and  dwellings,  and 
the  third  story  was  a  dark  dungeon 
w'here  the  prisoners  were  kept  until 
death  in  misery  and  w’ant. 

Mr,  Haw’kins  likewise,  explained 
the  effect  of  opium  on  the  people  of 
Chinatown  and  the  different  classes 
of  opium  eaters. 

This  talk  was  enjoyed  by  everyone 
present  and  showed  us  the  condition 
of  life  and  the  possibilities  of  help¬ 
ing  sucli  a  class  of  people.

LITERARY  CONTESTS

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Jones,  Philomatheans.  The  subject 
for  debate  was:  Besolved:  Th.at 

Ireland  should  be  granted  unqualified 
independence  from  Groat  Britain.  The 
winning  team  contended  that:  Ire¬ 
land  is  capable  of  maintaining  inde- 
l)ondonce;  that  the  present  time  is 
opportune  for  separation;  tliat  the 
Irish  as  a  united  people  desire  inde¬ 
pendence;  and  that  independence 
would  benefit  Ireland,  England  and 
the  Avorld.  All  four  debaters  had 
'Strong  arguments  and  presented  them 
in  an  excellent  manner. 

Esther  Foley,  represent.ative  of  the 
Philomatheans,  won  first  place  in 
declamation  witli  a  cutting  from  the 
Music  Master.  Juanit:i  Miller,  Eu- 
rokan,  was  second;  she  read  the  Fleet 
Goes  By.  Mabel  McGuire  of  the  Ex¬ 
celsior  society  read  A  Few  Bars  in 
the  Key  of  G.  All  of  the  readings 
were  good  and  were  excellently  given. 

Friday  night  tlie  Excelsior-Philo- 
mathean  debate  took  ])lac.e.  The  ques¬ 
tion  was:  Besolved,  That  the  C’hinese 
Exclusion  Act  should  be  extended  to 
include  the  Japanese.  The  affirmative 
was  represented  by  Jeannie  Black- 
lock  and  John  Lawton,  Philomatheans, 
wliilo  the  negative  was  discussed  by 
Helen  Tebow  and  Ira  Fantz,  Excelsi¬ 
ors.  Both  sides  presented  a  good  arg¬ 
ument.  The  negative  won  the  deci¬ 
sion.  The  affirmative  maintained 
tliat  the  Japanese  should  be  excluded 
from  our  country  for  four  reasons: 
They  cannot  bo  assimilated;  they  are 
a  hindrance  economically;  such  an 
act  would  bo  American;  it  would  not 
cause  international  tension.  The  neg¬ 
ative  argued  that  the  Japanese  were 
not  a  biological  menace  to  our  coun¬ 


try;  thiit  they  were  an  economic  as¬ 
set;  that  their  exclusion  would  involve 
us  in  international  difficulties;  that 
the  exclusion  act  would  destroy  the 
faith  of  Japan  in  our  Christian  reli¬ 
gion. 

Only  two  orations  were  given  as 
Ora  MePherron,  the  Philo  representa¬ 
tive  was  ill.  Charles  Elmore  the  Eu- 
rckan  representative  spoke  on  Amer¬ 
ican  P.Mtriotism.  His  central  thought 
was  that  patriotism  does  not  consist 
of  mere  bravery  in  war  but  is  exem¬ 
plified  by  love  of  right  and  justice. 
The  Excelsior  or.ator,  Frederick  Kurtz 
won.  first  place  with  an  oration  on 
the  American  Spirit. 

The  essayists  from  the  various  so¬ 
cieties  were:  Mabel  Cook,  Eurekan; 
Josephine  Grimes,  Excelsior;  Faye 
Townsend,  Philomathean.  Mabel 
Cook  was  the  winner  in  this  contest. 

The  musical  numbers  of  the  evening 
consisted  of  a  vocal  solo  by  Faye 
Townsend  and  a  violin  solo  by  Vincel 
Hunt. 

The  Eurekans  staged  a  stunt  imme¬ 
diately  following  the  debate.  The 
Philomathean  banner  and  pennant 
liiid  mysteriously  disappeared.  Their 
whereabouts  were  unknown  but  the 
Eurekan  boys  proved  themselves  good 
sportsmen  and  after  a  speech  by  Wil¬ 
liam  Mapel  returned  the  lost  treasures 
to  their  rightful  owners.  The  Philo¬ 
matheans  had  a  little  surprise  for  the 
Eurekans  also  for  just  as  soon  as  the 
lost  Philomathean  banners  were  men¬ 
tioned,  a  Philo  banner  %vas  waved  in 
the  air. 

The  contests  were  all  in  all  very 
successful.

Debate  Vlo^ory  Puts  College  in 
Public  Eye. 

The  Sunday  Kansas  City  Post,  St. 
Louis  Globe  Democrat  and  St.  Joseph 
Gazette  carried  the  pictures  of  Alice 
Peery  and  Iva  Lape,  our  debaters  who 
recently  won  from  Missouri  Wesleyan. 
The  Post  sjiys,  “Grils  triumph  in  de¬ 
bate  with  nmle  te.am  of  Wesleyan; 
both  show  political  acumen  and  defeat 
the  best  young  i|ien  debaters  of  the 
c(dlege  at  Cameron.” 


State  Supt.  of  Schools  Made  an  Inter¬ 
esting  Talk  in  the 
Assembly. 

The  Hon.  Sam  A.  Baker,  State  Supt. 
of  schools,  spoke  in  assembly,  April 
12.  His  subject  was  ”Thc  Aim  in 
All  Educational  Effort.”  In  speaking 
on  this  subject  he  said:  Education  is 
not  a  commodity  to  be  bought  and  sold. 
There  is  no  beaten  path  to  learning. 
Schools  do  not  have  a  monopoly  on 
education.  We  learn  from  those  with 
whom  we  come  in  contact  each  day. 

There  are  many  different  definitions 
of  education.  Not  what  education  is 
but  what  education  does  is  the  im¬ 
portant  thing.  All  educational  effort 
to  be  of  value  must  have  some  definite 
aim.  He  said,  we  must  not  only  look 
w’here  we  arc  going  but  we  must  also 
go  where  we  are  looking. 

As  infants  we  arc  absolutely  depen¬ 
dent.  During  our  lives  everything  is 
to  be  learned.  The  time  to  learn,  to 
develop  memory  and  to  develop  char¬ 
acter  is  in  youth.  The  things  acquir¬ 
ed  then  can  never  be  undone.  The  aim 
of  education  must  be  to  make  every  ex¬ 
pression  in  human  life  fit  into  our  lives 
and  make  life  useful  and  profitable. 

We  are  beginning  :>t  the  wrong  end 
to  develop  character  and  education. 
The  government  appropriates  millions 
of  dollars  annually  for  the  up  keep  of 
])enal  institutions,  schools  of  correc¬ 
tion,  paupers  and  police  commissions, 
while  the  :ippropriations  for  things 
to  keep  us  from  these  conditions  are 
sadly  neglected.  If  we  did  more  for 
education  less  would  have  to  bo  spent 
for  prisons  and  alm-housos.  If  edu¬ 
cation  was  as  it  should  be  there  would 
be  no  need  for  these  institutions. 

Education  helps  the  individual  to 
help  himself.  It  costs  something  but 
the  cost  is  small  compared  with  what 
we  waste.  During  the  year  lf)20  jiiore 
money  was  spent  for  luxuries  than 
has  been  spent  for  education  since  the 
beginning  of  our  country’s  history. 
There  was  22,700,000,000  dollars  spent 
for  luxuries  last  year  while  ever  since 
there  has  been  appropriations  for 
schools  in  the  United  States  only  16,- 
645,000,000  dollars  have  been  spent  on 
educ.'ition.  However,  wlien  we  consid¬ 
er  the  waste  in  educational  effort  we 
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conclude  tliat  we  are  fortunate  in  se¬ 
curing  ns  much  aid  as  we  do. 

Education  pays  no  matter  what  it 
costs.  It  is  responsible  for  three- 
fonrths  of  the  wealth  of  the  United 
States.  It  multiplies  our  resources 
many  fold.  Education  is  re.sponsible 
for  all  development  along  lines  worth 
while. 

Education  requires  diligence.  This 
in  turn  brings  confidence  in  what  wo 
are  doing.  Johnson,  Demosthenes, 
Webster  were  cited  by  the  speaker  as 
c.xamples  of  what  determination,  prac¬ 
tice  and  diligence  accomplish.  Wheth¬ 
er  a  student  or  teacher  when  all  pre¬ 
liminaries  are  out  of  the  way  we  must 
be  able  to  perform  our  duties  well 
every  daj'. 

Concentration  must  enter  into  life 
if  our  education  is  to  be  worth  while 
and  perform  the  real  aim  of  educa¬ 
tion,  making  men  and  women  who  are 
useful  in  the  world. 

In  conclusion  the  speaker  admon¬ 
ished  the  students  to  select  the  right 
trail,  the  one  worth  while.  If  we  get 
the  right  aim — that  of  becoming  use¬ 
ful  w'c  are  on  the  trail  to  the  ‘‘sunlit 
fields.”  We  then  have  the  conscious¬ 
ness  of  the  trained  intellect  to  see  and 
enjoy  the  best  in  life. 

At  the  close  of  Mr.  Baker’s  address 
Mr.  W.  A.  Blagg  introduced  the  new 
members  of  the  board  of  regents. 
Mr.  B.  G.  A’^orhees,  of  St.  Joseph,  made 
a  brief  talk.  He  expressed  his  inter¬ 
est  in  the  school  and  his  wish  to  help 
in  any  possible  way  the  students  and 
faculty. 

W.  T.  Carrington  was  introduced 
by  President  Bichardson  as  the  new 
field  secretary  of  the  college.  Mr. 
Carrington  then  made  a  short  talk. 

The  orchestra  played  two  numbers 
at  the  close  of  the  speeches.
